The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims have 
been distinguished from the prior art for reasons stated in the previous office actions and 
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responses and reasoning put for the interview on 8/24/2006. Specifically, the claimed invention 
takes measurements with the x-ray beam off for the collection of dark value data. Prior art of 
record, though shown to teach measurements with the beam off, is doing so for other reasons and 
does not produce dark value data as claimed. The motivation for this inventive limitation has 
been shown to be novel and non-obvious over the prior art.
